OONRTANTI.'V OI» 


One of the Most Wonderful Discoveries ot 


Modern Times Is Proved. 


Dr. William Moor, a specialist on ther- 


apeutics, who is a member of the staff 
of the West Side Germau clinic, in West 
Forty-second street, has discovered that 
permanganate of potassium i«i an anti- 
dote for morphine poisoning, and that it 
will counteract within a reasonable lapse 
of time the effects of any of the salts of 
opium. 


Dr. Moor, \ci the presence of 13 mem- 


bers of the clinic who assembled on Jan. 
0, swallowed what is ordinarily a fatal 
dose of morphine. 


His fellow physicians attempted to dis 


euade him. Some of them left tho room, 
declaring that they would not counte- 
nance such madness by their presence. 


But Dr. Moor persisted iu committing 


"suicide" with tho utmost cheerfulness. 
He thereupon swallowed three grains of 
morphine in two teaspoonfuls of water 
and immediately afterward drank a so- 
lution of four grains permanganate of 
potassium in four ounces of water. 


Deadly languor and death must have 


followed ordinarily, for Dr. Moor swal- 
lowed three grains of the drug, a posi- 
tively fatal dose in his case, as he is su- 
rersensitive to the effect of narcotie1-. 
3ut the permanganate of potassium did 
its work well. In tho brsmooS cu the 
meeting which followed tho experiment 
no head was clearer than Dr. Moor's, and 
when it came to patina, drinking and 
making merry some hours rut'ji van! hp 
was quite as activea purtji-i'Min.«*j tbore 
was in the party.—New York 11 Tal !

T VIRTUE OF THE POWER CON- 
ferred by the laws of the State of Ne- 
vada, the Board of County Commissioners, 
In and for Washoe county, do ordain as fol- 
lows : 
SECTION 1. Section one of Town Ordinance 
No. 36. adopted August 12, 1893. amendatory 
of Ordinance No. 34, defining the fire limits 
of the town of Reno is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 


SECTION 1. The fire limits of Reno shall 
be bounded as follows, to-wit: By a line 
commencing at the center of the intersection 
of West street and the alley situated between 
Third and Fourth streets; thence running 
easterly with the center of said alley to the 
center of the intersection of said alley and 
Sierra street; thence northerly with the cen- 
ter of Sierra street to its intersection with 
the middle line of the alley extending east- 
erly and westerly between Plaza and Fourth 
streets; thence easterly alone the middle line 
of the alley extending easterly and westerly 
through blocks G, H, I and 3, between Plaza 
and Fourth street", in a straight line to its 
intersection with the middle line of Peavine 
street; thence southerly with ihe 'i iddle line 
of Peavine street to its intersection with the 
middle line of the alley extending easterly 
and westerly through block R in said town; 
thence westerly with the middle line of said 
alley to its intersection with the middle line 
of the alley extending northerly and south* 
erly in said block B; thence southerly op the 
middle line of said last named alley in a 
straight line through said block R and block 
Y to the Lake or Riverside mill ditch; thence 
westerly along said mill ditch to the center 
line of Center street; tbenee southerly in a 
straight line to the Truckee river; thence 
westerly with the meander line of said river 
to a point in a straight line with the middle 
line of West street, extended southerly to 
said river; thence northerly on said last 
named line and the middle line of West street 
to the place of beginning^

High barometers are caused by des- 


cending currents of electricity and low 
barometers by ascending currents. 
These currents "move toward the sun, 
moon and planets, and therefore the 
periodical lows change to north and 
south. 


When the sun comes north in sum- 


mer the periodical low comes with it 
and covers the continent. The lowest 
of this summer depression covers the 
country surrounding • and south of 
Salt Lake. Another low point covers 
the country about and northeast of 
Labrador and Newfoundland. A third 
low spot covers our northwestern coast 
while the North Atlantic permanent 
high makes inroads on our southeast- 
ern coast. 


This summer low gives away to a 


winter high and on one square mile 
of surface near its center the atmos- 
phere weighs 286,000,000 pounds more 
in winter than in summer. This is 
clearly the measure of the difference 
in the sun's summer and winter effects 
on the atmosphere of our continent. 


Each low barometer induces a high 


which is its mate. The two increase 
and decrease together, live and die to- 
gether, and the mate of our summer 
periodical low is found in the period- 
ical high which, at the same time, 
covers the South American continent. 


The change occurs about the first of 


April and October. About the former 
date the periodical low, which has 
hung over South America 
for 
six 


months, comes north of the earth's 
equator, taking the place of our six 
months high, and the latter goes to 
South America and replaces its low. 
About the first of October our low 
goes to South America and their high 
comes to our continent. About the 
time of the October change the great 
hurricanes occur north of the equator 
and about the April change the hurri- 
canes are more severe south of the

From the above discussion it will be 


noted that m the great northwest dur- 
ing six mouths, the winter season, the 
pure ah- from space comes down and 
from there spreads out over the bal- 
ance of the continent, while in summer 
the sea breezes come from the Gulf of 
Mexico and the Pacific ocean rising 
into space over the great mountain re- 
gion of the west. 


The Northeastern States and eastern 


Canada a>-e constantly under the.influ- 
ence of the Icelandic low berometer, 
the Southeastern 
States under the 


North Atlantic high while the great 
West alternates between the periodic 
high in winter and low in summer. 


The meteorologists must keep these 


conditions constantly in view and in 
them the biologist may find cause for 
determining what these three new races 
of man will be under these three 
climatic conditions in the ages to come.

in winter its center covers Kansas, Col- 
orado, Utah and the country lying 
north, including Manitoba and the pre- 
vailing winds blow around that center 
from left to right, or with the hands of 
the watch when the latter is placed 
with the face up. 


The tendency of the transcient lows 


and highs is to move around the north 
side of this periodical winter high. 
The east line of the central portions of 
this high extends through the center 
of Manitoba and down the Missouri 
river causing the prevailing winds to 
blow from the northwest and therefore 
this line extended into Texas is the 
central line of the coldest cold wave. 


COLDEST PLACE IN THE UNITED STATES. 


St. Vincent, Minnesota, is on this line 


and, 
except the mountain peaks, is the 


coldest place in the United States. Ii 
January average temperature is seve 
degrees belov? zero. Its elevation 
80i feet above sea level. 


Assinaboine is twelve degrees wes 


of St. Vincent, about the same latti 
tude, with an elevation 1886 feet highe 
than the latter, but the January tern 
perature of the former averages seven 
teen degress warmer than the latter 
This illustrates the influence of ou 
periodical high barometer in winter 
In the high mountain country on it 
west the weather is very much warme: 
than in the valleys on its eastern bor 
ders. 
On its west the winds come 


from the south and having moved far 
toward the polar regions, when they 
are cooled they return through Mani 
toba, Minnesota, etc., bringing with 
them the Arctic weather. 


The lows, or storm centers, coming 


from the Pacific, pass through or 
around this periodical 
high. When 


the energies of our planetary system 
are aroused, that winter our periodical 
high increases in force and the storms 
are whirled around its northern bor- 
ders taking a northern route through 
Canada and leaving warm pleasant 
weather in the United States. Another 
class of magnetic disturbances pull the 
ows and highs, or the storm waves, far 
southward, and then we get the cold 
wave and the blizzard.

Our Senators say as plainly and em- 
phatically as words can express it, that 
any man who advocates the success of 
the old parties or aids them in any 
form endorses the demonetization of 
silver and assists the gold combination, 
and our Congressman declares no less 
emphatically that the silver party 
should be maintained at least in every 
mining State. Are these men, each 
and all of whom are in accord with the 
Silver party, injuring the cause of bi- 
metallism and retarding State growth 
generally ?

During tlie construction days of the 


Northern Pacific railroad many small 
towns were born that flourished until the 
road was completed and then died. The 
little story following actually occurred 
and made an impression on me that I 
shall never forget. To me there was a 
tinge of sadness that went straight to the 
heart. I occupied the exalted position of 
justice of the peace. Now, a justice ef 
the peace in Montana in early days was a 
bigger man than the chief justice of the 
United States is today and had a per- 
petual variety entertainment. He mar- 
ried people, bnried the dead, put out fires, 
took a drink with everybody, refereeddog 
fights, settled family rows, preached, 
made speeches and had to be ready for 
any kind of work. For this aggregation 
of duties he was called judge, but if he 
rendered a wrong decision his name was 
Dennis. 


One cold morning I was waited upon 


by a delegation of gamblers and inform- 
ed that one of the girls was dead. They 
said she had passed in her checks during 
the ni.tjht, and as she was the slickest 
girl in the canip she was to have a 24 
carat sendoff and no mistake. I went 
arotind to see tho body to find out, if 
possible, the can se of her death. 1 was 
satisfied that the girl had taken morphinp 
and died from the effects, and so I ren- 
dered my decision, which satisfied all. I 
set the hour for the funeral and returned 
to the cabin to prepare my remarks. 
There was not a Bible in the camp, and 
so I had to play ifc alone. It was a cold, 
stormy Montana winter day, and thai 
added much to the sadness of the occa- 
sion. The grave was dug out among the 
pines, and a more God forsaken place it 
would have been hard to find, but it was 
tho best we had or could get. 


The hour arrived; the procession form- 


ed, myself in front of the pallbearers, 
consisting of gamblers, with the body in 
a rough, pine box. Next came the girls 
of the town and the business men in the 
rear. We wended our way slowly to the 
last resting place, where, alone and un- 
known, amid the rock's and pines, with 
the awful stillness of the mountains, all 
that was earthly of that unfortunate girl 
would stay until the last day. 


No one could pray; no one could faing. 


I poured out my soul to my God in my 
poor, stumbling way—told him all about 
it. Wo were unanimous in the belief 
that she was more sinned against than 
sinning, and would he in his infinite good- 
ness and loving kindness forgive her, 
wipe out all the black spots on her sonl 
forget her past and save her for her soul's 
sake? Would he suspend all rules, throw 
open wide the portals of heaven, have 
sweetest music played on a thousand 
golden harps and bid that poor, tired, 
sin stained soul enter the realms of hap- 
piness, purity and rest? 


It was our funeral, because everybody 


did all they could. There were but few 
of all kinds, to be sure, but humans 
with souls to save. There are many of 
the old boys scattered through the north- 
west who will recollect that stormy 
Montana day, and how we knocked at 
eternity's door for admittance for that 
girl's soul, and all will agree that our 
knocking was not in vain—that the gate: 
were thrown open and forgiveness and 
rest came to her.—Orting Oracle.
